useful in his work.” 

May Speed Retirement.

DIES AT HOSPITAL 


poration Lawyer Was 
Son of Former Governor. 


McDaniel, prominent At- 
lanta attorney, and son of the late 
Governor Henry JD. McDaniel, of 
Georgia, died late Wednesday after- 
noon at the Emory University hos- 
pital after an illness of two weeks. 
Though he had undergone an opera- 
tion 10 days ago his condition had ap- 
parently improved so much that death 
came as a shock to his hundreds of 
friends. 

Mr. McDaniel, of the law firm of 
McDaniel, Neely & Marshall, one of 
the outstanding corporation law firms 
in the south, was born in Monroe, Ga., 
on September 19, 1867. Following his 
completion of the public schools in 
Monroe he entered the old Monrve 
Academy and later took his A. B. de- 
gree at the University of Georgia, 
graduating in the class of 1886. 

Descendant of two of the most 
prominent families in the state, Mr. 


Sanders 


McDaniel soon made for himself a 


name in his chosen profession and 
after practicing with his father for a 
few years, came to Atlanta in 1895 
where he entered practice with the 
firm of McDaniel, Alston & Black, 
the other members of his firm being 
Robert C. Alston and Eugene R. 
Black. 
Firm’s Name Changed. 

A few years later the firm was 
changed to McDaniel & Black, when 
Mr. Alston left to form his own con- 
cern, and still later was changed to 
McDaniel & Neely when Edgar Neely 
became associated with Mr. McDaniel. 
A few years ag,» Rembert Marshall, 
son-in-law of Mr. McDaniel, entered 
the firm and it is now known as Mc- 
Daniel, Neely & Marshall. 

Mr. McDaniel has been vice presi- 
dent of the Southeastren Express 
Company since its organization many 
years ago and was division counsel 
for the Southern Railway in Georgia 
and the Georgia Railway and the At- 
lanta Joint Terminals for many 
years. He is counsel for several oth- 
er large corporations, including the 
Southern Bell Telephone Company.

Former Senator J. Thomas - Heflin, 
apparently out of the running earlier, 
tonight had an outside chance on offi- 
cial figures to enter the run-off and 
make a new attempt for a “political 
comeback,” on returns from’ yester- 
day's democratic primary which 
placed former Governor Bibb Graves 
in a run-off against Frank Dixon, 
Birmingham attorney. 

An unusually heavy vote in Cham- 
bers county sent the former senator 
back into the running, but still in 
third ‘place with five boxes in the dis- 
trict missing. but only 637 votes be- 
hind Major Joe Starnes, of Gunters- 
ville, the runner-up. 

A short time before. the Chambers 
vote and three additional boxes from 
the distret were reported, the former 
senator declared he would be in the 
runoff and described returns from 
Tallapoosa county as ridiculous. 

How Vote Stands. 

The vote with five boxes missing, 
was Miles B Allgood, incumbent, 13,- 
905: Starnes, 11,085: and Heflin, 
10,398. On the official count, Hef- 
lin was given an outside chance to 
nose. out Starnes. 

Returns from 1930 boxes out of 
2186 in the state for governor gave

THREAT OF QUSTER 


Wallace Calls Meeting of 
Extension Directors and 
State Officials After 
Getting Reports of In- 
Justice, to Tenants. 


FEDERAL PAYMENTS 
SAID MISAPPLIED 


Similar Study of Compli- 
ance to Spirit of Crop 
Contracts To Be Made in 
Other Commodities. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(4)—~ 
Secretary Wallace today called exten- 
sion directors and officials of cotton 
states to a conference in Washington 
next w2ek to devise plans tor prevent- 
ing eviction of tenants from southern 
farms as the result of acreage reduc- 
tion under the 1934 cotton contracts. 

The group is expected to set up a 
temporary organization to direct in- 
vestigations of specific complaints, 
check compliance with reduction con- 
tracts, and determine a policy to be 
fullowed for vivlators. 

Wallace said “thé time has now 
come when it is the duty of the ad- 
ministration to work a definite policy 
of enforcement” of the contract pro- 
visions. 

Many Complaints. 

“We have received a -onsiderable 
number of complaints of displacement 
of tenant farmers in violativn of the 
avints of the contract,” the secretary 
said. 

“The number so dispossessed is not 
subject to precise determination. 
Available information indicates that a 
great majority of the landowners have 
complied thus far with the terms of 
the contract” by keeping the same 
number of tenants. 

However, he added, a_ sufficient 
number of complaints of eviction and 
misapplication of benefit payments by 
landowners has been received to make 
it necessary for the administration to 
investigate and correct any abuses. 

“The agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration is not attempting to in- 
terfere with the usual and normal 
rental arrangements between land- 
owners or landlords and their ten- 
ants,” Wallace said. “However, the 
administration has a definite duty 
with reference to the obligations im- 
posed” to see that all parties con- 
cerned are protected. 

Others To Be Studied. 

Similar investigations of compliance 
under contracts for other commodities 
are contemplated, he added. 

Simultaneously with this announce- 
ment Wallace made publie a criticism 
of the cotton program by Calvin B. 
Hoover, professor of economics at 
Duke University, who acted as an eco- 
nomic adviser to the administration in 
making his study. 

Hoover reviewed the southern agri- 
cultural system and declared the acre- 
age reduction program has not been re- 
sponsible for “all undesirable condi- 
tions” found but “various undesirable 
effects and instances of hardships to 
individuals have oceurred in connec- 
tion with the cotton acreage reduction 
program.” 

To the extent that cotton production 
'is carried on by tenant farmers the 
“possibility of conflict of interest” 
arises and out of this potential con- 
‘flict of interest “the most serious hu- 
man problems connected with acreage 
reduction emanate,” “Hoover said. The 
system of “furnishing” tenants with 
food, clothing and farm supplies has 
been a severe drain on the financial 
‘resources of landowners and was re- 
_sponsible for throwing large number» 
‘of tenant farmers out of employment. 

Difficulties. 

He added the accumulation of in- 
debtedness of share-croppers to land- 
owners during the depression “‘createc 
serious difficulties” when many land- 
owners took tenants’ benefits in pay- 
ment for indebtedness. 

“In a number of cases, share ten- 
ants and share-croppers were not cred- 
lited with any part of the so-called op. 
ition payments of the 1933 contrasts”

‘Tracing chicken-thieves 
by the feathers and tracking down 
board+bill jumpers. <A breed of fiends 
in human form and a great nuisance 
to the hotel trade in their time, who 
used to lower their carpet-bags down 
the rope fire escape from the new 
Merchants’ House and then lower 
themselves and sneak away in the 
night. He has come along through 
the ensuing years, modernizing his 
methods apace with the development 
of the automobile and the concrete 
highway, the radio and teletype alarms 
and the fingerprint library. About 10 
years ago he had broken 98 homicide 
cases of varying degrees and intended

Roosevelt Influence in 
Congress Is Unimpaired, 
But Fewer Experiments 
Are Being Tried; Execu- 
tive Begins To Listen to 


Capitol Hill. 


BY DAVID *LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s skill as a negotiator 
of compromises is being put to the 
acid ‘test of effectiveness. Anybody 
who thinks Mr, Roosevelt has lost any 
substantial ground with the democrati¢ 
majority in congress is mistaken, The 
president’s prestige as a leader suf- 


fered when his veto was overridden 
but it has left no ill-effects. In fact, 
there is reason for the belief that in 
some respects he is really stronger 
with congress than he was before. He 
is taking more advice from Capitol 
Hill. 

Mr. Roosevelt had adapted himself 
to new conditions. He has sensed the 
growing dissatisfaction _of 
groups in the country with different 
parts of the recovery program, espe- 
cially the experiments that have in- 
creased rather than reduced the prob- 
lems of distribution and marketing as 
well as production, 

Cuts Experiments. 

The most important thing the pres- 
ident has done since he returned from 
his vacation is to put on the brakes. 
Experiments in economics as set forth 
in new legislation have been tactfully 
sidetracked. Only a few out of the 
many measures of importance pend- 
ing have been given the presidential 
okeh for passage. This does not mean 
that the other proposals are disap- 
proved. It- does mean that Mr. Roose- 
velt has decided to concentrate on a 
few things this session and postpone 
action on everything else till the Jan- 
uary session of congress. 

Meanwhile, of course, an election 
will be fought. It might be supposed 
that congress would be satisfied to 
let well enough alone and rest on 
the various reform meusures_ that 
have been passed since the extra ses- 
sion was convened immediately aft- 
er the inauguration in March, 1938. 
But individuals in congress are press- 
ing for more bills so as to show the 
voters, and particularly certain groups, 
that valiant efforts in their behalf 
have been made. 

Bank Pay-off Dead. 


Thus the McLeod bill to pay off 
depositors in closed banks may get 
through the house, but will hardly 
pass the senate, Members of the house 
would therefore be able to point to 
their own votes in behalf of the folks 
who lost money in closed banks, and 
presumably this is better politically 
than a rote against the measure, 
which is going to fail to become a 
law anyhow. For even if the senate 
passed it, the presidential veto would 
be exercised. The bill could not de- 
mand a two-thirds vote over a veto, 
as it means a drain on the treasury 
so large that the whole credit situa- 
tion and the refinancing of govern- 
ment bonds might be imperilled by it. 

The Roosevelt tactics now are to 
take into account what the members 
of congress must do to prepare for 
the coming elections. This is one rea- 
son why Mr. Roosevelt favors an 
early adjournment. He knows that 
whenever congress has gone home, the 
executive branch of the government 
and all the emergency agencies of the 
government have a more or less free 
hand to administer the laws and take 
vital steps to carry out the main pur- 
poses of the recovery program. As 
long as congress is on hand, there is 
always danger of a curtailment of the 
executive’s power on specific projects. 

Stock Market Bill. 

The most important of the reform 
measures which is to be acted upon 
is the stock exchange bill. The house 
will act first and probably will pass 
a much more extreme measure than 
the: senate. The “young intellectuals,” 
whcih has become the new phrase in 
official usage hereabouts in place of 
the “brain trust,” have far more in- 
fluence with the house committee than 
with the senate. This does not mean 
to imply that the house committee is 
lacking in an understanding of what 
should be done to control the vicious 
practices in speculation and gambling, 
but that the senators are a more in- 
dependent body. In a sense’ the upper 
house has put the “brain trust’ in 
its proper classification—as research 
men and counsellors but not as legis- 
lators. The senators insist on that re- 
sponsibility themselves. 

When the stock exchange bill gets 
through the senate, the conference 
committee will probably have to ask 
the president for his advice on how 
far the measure shall go to restrict 
the purchase and sale and distribu- 
tion of securities. It is quite likely 
that a federal securities commission 
to take over the administration of 
both the stock exchange bill and the 
present securities act will be set up 
and this will afford an opportunity 
for clarification of various ambigui- 
ties in ‘the present law. Considerable 
progress is being made toward the 
working out of a practical measure, 
though the revisions necessary, to pre- 
vent the legislation as a whole from

STORM OF DEBATE BREAKS 
OVER PULITZER PLAY AWARD 

NEW YORK, May 2.—(@)—A 
storm of debate broke in Broadway 
theatrical circles today over published 
reports that the drama iury had rec- 
ommended “Mary of Scotland” as the 
1933 Pulitzer prize pray, but that the 
advisory board of the Columbia Uni- 
versity School of Journalism disagreed 
and chose “Men in White.” 


At Columbia University, it was 
pointed out tonight that the awards 
would not be made public until the 
trustees appropriate the funds next 
Monday for the monetary prizes which 
accompany the Pulitzer awards. 


The advisory board alone, under the 
provisions established by the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, publisher, who cre- 
ated the Pulitzer prizes and scholar- 
ships, has the authority to determine 
the winners. An official announce- 
ment is set for Tuesday morning 
papers. 

Caroline Miller’s “Lamb in His 
Bosom” was reported by the New York 
Post and the Workl Telegram to have 
been selected by the advisory board 
as the best novel by an American 
after the jury on letters had recom- 
mended another book. 


The World Telegram quoted a state- 
ment from the university, as follows: 


“Secretary Frank D. Fackenthal 
wishes to make it known, at the re- 
quest of the drama jury, composed of 
Walter Prichard Eaton, Clayton 
Hamilton and Austin Strong, that it 
always has been understood they were 
retained in an advisory capacity only 
and they do not question the right of 
the advisory board of the school of 
journalism to exercise its own judg- 
ment in making the award. 

“But in justice to themselves, the 
three jurors desired the public to 
know that, in their report to the com- 
mittee, they voted unanimously for 
‘Mary of Scotland,’ by Maxwell An- 
derson.” 

Hamilton was quoted by both pa- 
pers as calling the board's action 
“outrageous.” 

“Lamb in His Bosom” is the first 
published novel by Mrs. Miller, wife 
of the school superintendent at Bax- 
ley, Ga. It is a story of south Geor- 
gia in ante-bellum days. 

“Men in White” is by Sidney Kings- 
ley, a 27-year-old actor. It is the 
story of an interne’s struggle between 
devotion to his profession and a desire 
for a happy private life, with all the 


scenes laid in a hospital.

M. Cook, financial advisor, that the 
county is not in a position to offer 
any security under the proposed 
plans, in view of the limitattions un- 
der which it is placed by the state 
constitution.

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ECHOES FROM MIAMI. 


How many times have you heard 
your irate partner exclaim, “A blind 
man could have made that hand”? 
Well, while I was in the delightful 
city of Miami I not only saw a blind 
man play easy hands but those that 
might have caused some of our best 
players trouble. Lend me your ears 
and I will tell you about the only 
blind bridge player I ever saw. 

_ His name is Dunne, J. P. are the 
initials if memory serves me correct. 
About two years ago he lost his sight 
while hunting. He liked to play cards. 
He disliked to give up bridge. What 
would be the answer? Quite simple. 

After he had mastered the system 
of reading for the blind he would take 
decks of cards and at each end of every 
card would designate its suit and de- 
nomination with the proper symbols. 
Now he was ready to play, provided 
he could get partners and opponents. 
Duplicate answered this question. 

He and his partner sit at.the num- 

ber one table in the stationary posi- 
tion. Before the board is played his 
wife, or some friend, takes out his 
hand from the pocket and at a near- 
by table sorts it out and substitutes 
card for card another hand which has 
the raised lettering. This latter hand 
is given to him when the board is 
played and the other hand is left in 
the pocket. When play has been com- 
pleted the cards with the raised let- 
ters are returned to his assistant and 
the board goes on. 
_ On picking up his hand he goes over 
if very carefully with his fingers and 
sorts the suits. The bidding then pro- 
gresses in normal fashion. He takes 
no more time to bid than many of our 
Atlanta players. The bidding over 
the play starts. 

If he is declarer, his partner ‘calls 
out in a moderate cadence the con- 
tents of the dummy. If he and his’ 
partner are defending the hand the 
opponent, who is dummy, calls out 
the spread hand. Play progresses in 
a norma! fashion with every card be- 
ing called by each player as it is play- 
ed. Sometimes near the close of the 
hand he will say, “The dummy now 
has three spades to the jack, the ace 
and four of diamonds and the ten of 
clubs.” The players are only too glad 
to refresh his memory and the play 
continues. He is also keen to know 
how the play progresses when he is 
dummy and every player calls the 
played cards. His partner calls for 
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the dummy’s cards “and Mr. Dunne 
plays them as called. 


An Ideal Tournament. 


I wish every tournament directer in 
Atlanta and every duplicate player in 
our city had gone to Miami and had 
seen how a tournament is conducted 
in that city. They would then hare 
come back with an entirely different 
idea of how tournaments should be 
conducted. 

This writer has been to many. tour- 
naments, state, sectional and nation- 
al, but never have I seen a tournament 
conducted any better than the Miami 
events which are now a pleasant mem- 
ory for all who attended. To George 
Swanson and his able assistants go 
much of the credit. But the players 
themselves should come in for consid- 
erable praise in the way they followed 
out the directions and instructions. 

Mr. Swanson has the happy faculty 
of telling bridge players what to do 
In a manner that gives no offense and 
then have them obey him to the letter. 
The officials were there to see that 
it was run correctly and on a high 
plane of both ethics and efficiency. 
The players were there to try and win 
a title and play serious bridge and not 
to cause worry and torment to either 
the officials or their fellow-players. 
No wonder the result was near perfect. 

In conducting this most successful 
tournament, the officiais had the able 
assistance of the Miami Biltmore hotel 
in the lounge room of which the events 
were held. No one who has not vis- 
ited this beautiful hotel can have any 
idea of its comfort, service and beau- 
ty. The management extended every 
courtesy to the bridge players and it 
was a real pleasure to be quartered 
there. Although the bridge players 
had .little time for golf on the mag- 
nificient links of the hotel, the swim- 
ming pool was a place to clear mud- 
dled heads in the early morning be- 
fore play started. The lounge room 
is of tremendous size and the acoustics 
so fine that play progressed in prac- 
tically noiseless fashion. 

It was a pleasure to play amid 
such surroundings, a treat to play in 
a tournament conducted on such effi- 
cient and high lines and an honor to 
compete against such charming, cour- 
teous and high-class opponents. Here 
is hoping Miami will hold another 
tournament and that Atlanta and 
other cities of the south will attempt 
to emulate the way in which bridge 
tournaments are conducted there.

If Aristides loses, every person 
here will claim he had a bet with you.” 
“Don’t you worry, sonny,” said McGrath. “The red hoss 

will keep the books.”

There seems to be some of that old flair in Brad- 
ley. He'll gamble on anything, even two crows on one 
post.”

NEW YORK. May 2.—(4)—The 
American Iron aud Steel Institute 
reports further gains in employment 
in the steel industry during March 
brought the total number of wage- 
earners in this field up to 90 per cent 
of the peak period of 1929. 

During the month, it was stated, 
15,166 wage-earners were re-employed, 
making a total of 380.471 workers re- 
ceiving hourly, piecework or tonnaze 
wages, compared with 365,305 in the 
preceding month. Including those on 
a salary basis, there were 419.277 em- 
ployes in the industry during March. 
The figures, it was explained, were 
taken from the reports of 225 member 
companies of the iron and steel code 
and reflected the greatest activity in 
the industry since the code became ef- 
fective last August.

State Hospital Patients 
Well Fed, States Lindsey 


COLUMBUS, Ga., May 2.—(Aj— 
Patients at the State Hospital for 
the Insane at Milledgeville are well 


fed, E. E. Lindsey, chairman of the 
state board of control,. told. the Co- 
lumbus Rotary Club today in report: 
ing that the hospital’s daily per capi- 
ta cost in 1933 was .4192. He said 
the institution now has 6,668 in- 
mates. 

Lindsey told the Rotarians that the 
board of control had allotted to the 
hospital $825,000 of the $1,222,750 it 
received from the state for 1934. He 
reported a net appropriation of $882,- 
939 for the institution in 1933, add- 
ing that $467,919.13 of this amount 
was spent for salaries. 

Food, clothing. drugs, heat, light, 
medical service and everything else 
used at the hospital had to be pur- 
chased from™the remaining $415,- 
028.26, the chairman continued. He 
said 628 of the hospital’s patients 
were now on furlough, bringing the 
number at the institution down to 
6,040 at present. 

Lindsey said that “none of the pa- 
tients or pupils or inmates in any of 
the institutions under the board are 
in any way starving, nor has their 
food been reduced; but on the other 
hand the whole aim of the governor 
and the board is to get direct to the 
patients all of the appropriation made 
for them.”

Governor Talmade last year paid 
for three emergency buildings at the 
state insane hospital out of his con- 
tingent fund, and also turned over 
$ remaining in the fund Decem- 
ber 31. to aid in balancing the hos- 
pital’s accounts, Lindsey satd.

Tax Problems To Be Discussed

MACON, Ga., May 2.—(#)—Finan- 
cial and relief problems will be among 
the subjects brought before the 20th 
annual convention of the Association 


of County Commissioners of Georgia, 
which meets here May 14-16.

to the local unit for performance of 
those functions.” 

It was emphasized by the yearbook 
that the speakers at the _ institute 
stated that these functions should 
performed by the state or federal. gov- 
ernment “because they are the only 
agencies that can reach and tax con- 
centrated wealth. The ad valorem. tax 
on real estate in the localities which 
are now struggling to perform these 
functions, amounts to a canfiscatory 
tax and has proved inadequate.” 

Macon’s auditorium will be the of- 
ficial. headquarters for the convention. 
Registration will be: under way 


throughout Monday the 14th. That 
night the executive committee will be 
entertained at a dinner in one of the 
private dining rooms in the Hotel La- 
nier. 

The convention will formally open 
Tuesday morning with the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce presenting a 
program of musical entertainment. 
Mass singing will be led by Boyce 
Miller, of Macon. Mayor Herbert I. 
Smart and Chairman J. E. Yates, of 
the Bibb county board of commission- 
ers, will deliver welcoming addresses. 

The program calls for shop talk and 

a legislative session from 3 to 5 p. m. 
on Monday, with M. W. Tift presid- 
ing. The annual address will be de-
